A steering 

committee composed of 

members of the chamber 

and the college has met 

over the past year to 



develop a mission and 
goals for the project. 
One of the first 
objectives will be to 
develop a website where 
employers can find 
qualified applicants, 
while at the same time, 
potential employees can 
look for available career 
opportunities. 

This project is 
part of Sheiton State's 
Work Keys initiative 
and the chamber's 
School -to-Career grant. 
ACT Work Keys is used 
at Sheiton State as a tool 
for workforce 

development in the 
community. Through 
Work Keys, skills 
needed in the workplace 
are identified and 
matched with workers 
who have the required 
skills. Workers who do 
not have the skills 
required can receive 
training at Sheiton to 
raise their skill levels. 
The Work Keys system 
can improve the hiring 
process; bridge the 
employee skills gap, 
enhance career 

assessment and 

preparation, and 



improve needed skills in 
the workplace.
